tions were plotting to overth row th e 
American government by violence. 
As a result of a series of meetings 
of radicals h ere at wh ich th e Russian 
bolsh evik! were lauded, wh at is con­ 
sidered an imminent danger of th e 
infection of th e American public with 
bolsh evik doctrines claimed th e a t­ 
tention of congress and th e adminis­ 
tration today . 
Th e m atter was discussed at th e 
weekly meeting of th e cabinet with ­ 
out any definite 
conclusion being 
reach ed bey ond a decision 
to 
ac­ 
q uaint th e president with th e situa­ 
tion. 
Senate Votes Inq uiry . 
Th e senate adopted a resolution 
auth orizing th e propaganda commit­ 
tee to ex tend its investigation to “ any 
efforts being made to propagate in 
th is country th e principles of any 
party ex ercising or claiming to ex er­ 
cise any auth ority in Russia, wh eth er 
such efforts originate in th is country 
o r 
are incited 
or financed 
from 
abroad, or to incite th e overth row of 
th e government of th is country or all 
government by force or by th e de­ 
struction of life or property or th e 
general cessation of industry .” 
- Th e committee decided to begin 
th e inq uiry on Th ursday by summon­ 
ing a numbed of radical “ intellect­ 
uals,” some of w'h om recently were 
listed as pacifists. 
One of th e aims of th e committee 
will be th e drafting of legislation to 
ch eck th e spread of bolsh evism by de­ 
porting foreign agitators and sup­ 
pressing treasonable literature. 
Aid to Immig ra tio n Bill. 
It is ex pected th e revelations of 
th e bolsh evik will impart new im ­ 
petus to th e passage of th e pending 
bill to proh ibit immigration for four 
y ears and also to th e bill to deport 
all interned enemy aliens. 
During th e discussion in th e sen­ 
ate Senator Borah ex pressed th e con­ 
viction th at th e country would h ave 
to deal with th e doctrine of violence 
at no distant date. 
“ I th ink one of th e best way s to 
meet th is q uestion, and meet it early , 
is to begin to preach , over and over, 
Americanism from every rostrum In 
th e United States,” th e senator said.

“ Th e soviet government h as its en­ 
th usiasts th rough out th e world, but 
wh o in th is h our is preach ing Amer­ 
icanism and th e great fundamental 
principles of Americanism in th is 
country ?

Enforce 
Peace will begin its campaign in Bos­ 
ton on Feb. 6. and if th ey succeed 
th ey will ultimately land us precise­ 
ly wh ere th e bolsh eviki land us, and 
th at is under th e control of interna­ 
tionalism. 
“W h en y ou transfer th e sovereign 
power of th is government to some 
supernatural tribunal, wh ich will bo 
controlled by th ose wh o are not re­ 
sponsible to th e American people and 
th ereby internationalize“ h is govern­ 
ment, y ou arrive at th e same ulti­ 
mate goal th at Trotzky and Lenine 
are going to arrive at if th ey are per­ 
mitted to.
